. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this project is to reduce congestion and improve safety. The study shows this
section operates at LOS F, with multiple areas where the Critical Crash Factor exceeds 1.0.

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT

The Consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their Response to
Announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the Response to
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The Selected Consultant will be required to conduct Preliminary Engineering studies to identify
appropriate typical section, utility impacts, line and grade and a dependable cost estimate.
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The Selected Consultant will also be responsible for the development of a noise analysis
baseline study. The Department will provide all other environmental services including an
approved environmental document which is anticipated to be a CE3.

After Preliminary Engineering & Environmental work is complete KYTC may initiate a Contract
Modification for Final Roadway Design for this project. Final Roadway Design will include the
preparation of any design studies, drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, and
cost estimates.
